AT 0725 HOURS THE ABOVE LISTED OFFICERS RECEIVED, A PHONE CALL TO 
RESPOND TO THE MCDONALDS LOCATED AT 6776 HOLLYWOOD BLVD 
REGARDING A MALE WHITE AT THE BUSINESS ASKING CUSTOMERS FOR MONEY 
AND FOOD. 


ONCE AT THE BUSINESS WE CONTACTED THE REPORTING PARTY JARIO MEJIA 
(MANAGER). JARIO POINTED TO A MALE WHITE SITTING AT A TABLE AT THE 
FRONT OF THE BUSINESS SAYING, “HE’S THE PERSON I’M HAVING PROBLEMS 
WITH. HE (MALE WHITE) CONTINUE TO CONFRONT CUSTOMERS ASKING THEM 
FOR FOOD AMD MONEY. 


WE WALKED TO THE TABLE AND CONTACTED THE MALE WHITE LATER 
IDENTIFIED AS SIDDIQUI, JAFER. JARIO ADVISED SIDDIQUI THAT HE WAS NOT 
WELCOME AT THE BUSINESS AND ASKED HIM TO LEAVE. 


SIDDIQUI SAID, “O.K., WHY DO | HAVE TO LEAVE”. WE (OFFICERS) ADVISED 
SIDDIQUI THAT HE WAS ADVISED TO LEAVE THE BUSINESS BY THE MANAGER 
AND IF HE IGNORED THE REQUEST, HE WOULD BE ARRESTED FOR 
TRESPASSING. SIDDIQUI GATHER UP HIS PERSON PROPERTY AND EXIT THE 
BUSINESS. ONCE OUTSIDE WE (OFFICERS) ADVISED HIM, TOO STAY AWAY 
FROM THE BUSINESS FOR THE NEXT 24 HOURS OUR HE WOULD BE ARRESTED 
FOR TRESPASSING. 


ARREST 


AT 0840 HOURS, WE RECEIVED ANOTHER CALL FROM JAIRO TELLING US THAT 
THE PERSON (SIDDIQUI) HAS RETURNED TO THE BUSINESS AND WAS 
THROWING WATER ONTO THE FLOOR. 


UPON OUR ARRIVAL TO THE BUSINESS, WE OBSERVED SIDDIQUI SITTING IN 
FRONT OF THE BUSINESS. WE WENT INTO THE BUSINESS AND CONTACTED 
JARIO, WHO STATED SIDDIQUI RETURNED, WENT TO THE WATER DISPENSER, 
FILL A CUP UP WITH WATER THEN STARTED THROWING THE WATER ONTO THE 
FLOOR. WE ASKED JAIRO IF HE WANTED SIDDIQUI ARRESTED FOR 
TRESPASSING. HE SAID “YES” AND SIGNED A PRIVATE PERSON ARREST FORM 
(ATTACHED TO THIS REPORT). 


WE WENT OUTSIDE AND SAW SIDDIQUI RUNNING ACROSS HOLLYWOOD BLVD 
TO THE NORTH SIDEWALK AND CONTINUED RUNNING EAST ON HOLLYWOOD 

BLVD. WE DROVE PASSED SIDDIQUI, MADE A U-TURN AND STOPPED SIDDIQUI 
AT 6667 HOLLYWOOD BLVD. WE ADVISED HIM PER CALIFORNIA PENAL CODE 

837, HE WAS UNDER PRIVATE PERSON ARREST FOR TRESPASSING. 


SIDDIQUI WAS HANDCUFFED; THE CUFFS WERE DOUBLE LOCK FOR FIT AND 
COMFORT. WE PLACED HIM INTO THE REAR SEAT OF OUR VEHICLE TO AWAIT 
THE ARRIVAL OF LAPD. 


LAPD OFFICERS FOX AND NELSON RESPONDED TO OUR LOCATION. A CHECK 
FOR WARRANTS REVEALED NO OUTSTANDING WARRANTS.
